six years old and a widower with two 
children, a boy and a girl. 
His wife 
was a Miss Rutty. 
He came from Mil­ 
ford, N. Y., and entered railroading In 
London during the days of Charles T. 
Yerkes, being an engineer who com­ 
mands money by his genius. 
The woman— the real victim if one 
measures consequences— is Mrs. 
De­ 
borah Jeffreys, wife 
of one 
Herbert 
Harrington Jeffreys, whose name sug­ 
gests respectability but whose record 
does not. 
She is 
thirty-three 
years 
old, comely, of gentle 
manners,

her life well ordered except In so far 
as it has been warped by her husband.
